Co mmissio n, J o hn Po well, has 
been secretly censured by his 
fello w co mmissio ners fo r his 
bizarre behavio r 
The secret minutes o fFebruary 
11 sessio n sho w 
he was cen­ 
sured by a 3-0 vo te after he twice 
stalked o ut o f the meeting. The 
censure mo tio n accused him o f 
leaving the ro o m “ to break a 
quo rum,” ex ceeding his autho rity 
and indulging in “ intimidatio n o f 
perso nnel.” 
Iro nically , the co mmissio n 
was established 10 y ears ago to 
pro tect 
mino rities 
fro m 
discriminatio n and intimidatio n 
by emplo y ers. 
Grey beard 
g o vernment 
veterans tell us that the censuring 
o f a regulato ry chairman is un­ 
precedented in the federal 
establishment. But Po well, who 
still has almo st fo ur y ears o f his 
term to serve, has been an 
unusual chairman. 
We 
have 
established fro m 
weeks o f investigatio n that he 
went behind his o wn general 
co unsel’s back to nego tiate an 
attempted settlement o f a delicate 
case fo r a big manufacturer. He 
also tried to fire J ulia Co o per, who 
wo n the 1974 To m Clark Award 
as the mo st distinguished “ line 
lawy er in go vernment. 
The 
censure 
episo de, 
as 
revealed in the secret minutes, 
began no t lo ng after the February 
11 meeting co nvened. Suddenly , 
“ Chairman Po well anno unced the 
meeting was adjo urned,” states 
the 
minutes, 
even 
as Co m­ 
missio ner Ray mo nd Telles was 
try ing to intro duce a mo tio n. 
Po well stro de (Hit o f the ro o m in 
a huff. His startled co lleagues 
quickly assembled a quo rum of 
three 
co mmissio iners 
and 


reco nvened the meeting. Then 
just as suddenly , acco rding to the 
minutes, “ Chairman Po well re­ 
entered 
the 
ro o m 
an- 
d..vehemently 
declared 
the 
meeting adjo urned and demanded 
the staff to vacate the ro o m.” 
The staff o bediently hustled o ut 
and Po well magisterially “ o r­ 
dered the 
tape 
(which was 
reco rding the minutes) to be 
turned o ff. The chairman said 
‘have fun’ to the three co m­ 
missio ners as he left.” 
When the abando ned trio 
reco vered fro m their asto nish­ 
ment, Co mmissio ner Ethel Walsh 
intro duced 
the 
unprecedented 
censure 
mo tio n 
and 
the 
distinguished Telles seco nded it. 
The vo te was unanimo us. 
Yet, the incredible episo de was 
almo st repeated again at a seco nd 
co mmissio n meeting o n February 
19. Once mo re, Po well cut o ff 
debate by walking o ut. 
The three co mmissio ners, at 
this writing, are debating whether 
to censure him again. They can’t 
remo ve him fro m the co mmissio n 
ex cept by impeachment. But 
President Fo rd can strip him o f 
his chari manship. 
So ro iled is the atmo sphere at 
the co mmissio n that its highly 
respected 
general 
co unsel, 
William Carey , has sent Po well a 
blunt, co nfidential memo urging 
him to try to bring a little balance 
to his behavio r fo r the go o d o f the 
equal emplo y ment cause. 
“ A majo r impediment to the 
effective and efficient o peratio n 
o f this co mmissio n,” declares the 
memo with remarkable cando r, 
“ flo ws directly fro m y o ur per­ 
so nal behavio r. This behavio r so 
lacks 
in understanding, 
sen­ 
sitivity and ho nest co mpassio n 
that” it is impo ssible fo r em­ 
plo y es to respect the chairman. 
The Carey memo recalled that 
Po well had embarrassed the 
co mmissio n in public recently by

“ abando ning the lectern at New 
Orleans in a perso nal pique o ver 
clo se questio ning.” 
Po well also had tried to 
“ do minate every meeting with 
y o ur lengthy views o n virtually 
every subject” and had refused to 
“ fo llo w the po licies established by 
majo rity vo te,” co mplained the 
memo . 
Even mo re serio us, 
Carey 
charged, Po well had hidden “ the 
true 
and 
accurate 
financial 
co ndito ns o f the co mmissio n” 
fro m the o ther co mmissio ners. 
The chairman also had terminat­ 
ed meetings “ at y o ur o wn whim” 
and had demo ralized the entire 
co mmissio n, wro te Carey . 
He added: “ Yo u described a 
high 
ranking 
and 
respected 
go vernment o fficial as having ‘no 
guts’” and caused “ debilitating 
lo ss o f mo rale by publicly 
threatening to fire staff mem­ 
bers.” This, avo wed Carey , “ is 
the essence o f intimidatio n.” 
Aside fro m his arbitrary way s, 
Po well has taken so me strange 
steps recently to inspirit his 
tro o ps. He distributed a memo to 
all emplo y es, fo r ex ample, 
repo rting: “ I 
was privileged 
this mo rning to attend the 23rd 
Annual Pray er Breakfast. It was 
a truly inspiring ex perience.” 
After telling ho w his faith was 
heightened, he quo ted the 33rd 
Psalm, which say s in part: “ A 
king is no t saved by a army , no r a 
warrio r delivered by great 
strength. A man canno t trust his 
ho rse to save him.” 
Fo o tno te: Po well, in a lo ng 
rambling co nversatio n, to ld us: 
“ I believe in the dignity o f men 
and 
wo men,

He refused to discuss the Carey 
memo ex cept to abuse us verbally 
fo r asking abo ut it.

The President has submitted a record budget to tie 
Congress, nearly $350 billion. Record budgets draw critics 
from all political angles — and they should. 
Already one group of highly vocal critics, however, is 
concentrating on the Department of Defense’s portion. It 
is too large and should be cut, they claim. Their argumeit 
* is clearly ideological rather than economic, and there is a 
simple test that will show this. 
Those who want to cut the Defense budget on ideologic* 1 
grounds will present this key argument among others: 
money spent on arms will be better spent on “improving 
the quality of life” for our people. In essence, they will pit 
weapons against welfare. They will, for example, make 
the point that for the price of one bomber or one missile, 
we could have “X” number of schools or hospitals or food 
stamps. 
The problem is that weapons and welfare are not 
alternatives. It is as illogical to pit Defense against HEW 
(Health, Education and Welfare) as it would be to pit 
Interior against Agriculture. The Preamble to the Con­ 
stitution declares that the government is to provide for 
both the ‘‘common defense” and the ‘‘general welfare.” 
In trying to determine how much should be spent by any 
Department of the government, Congress should look first 
at the responsibilities of that Department and then at the 
special problems it faces. What about the Defense 
Department? What are its special problems these days? Is 
the military threat to this country increasing? Is the 
Soviet Union, 
for example, strengthening its straegic 
forces? Is this threat critical? 
The facts say so. Dr. Malcolm Currie, Director of 
Defense Research and Engineering, made this remark in 
a recent speech; ‘‘In fact, I can tell you that the coming 
year (1975) will probably see the start of the most massive 
deployment of new strategic nuclear weapons in history — 
and those will be Soviet weapons ... The Soviet technical 
advances, their willingness to spend freely and the sheer 
massiveness of their new strategic missile programs are 
simply staggering.” 
If those facts were not enough, the information keeps 
piling up about Soviet violations of the Strategic Arms 
Limitation Agreements. U.S. delegates are confronting 
their Societ counterparts at the current Geneva meetings 
with over 70 examples. 
This is clearly not the time to cut back on Defense. 
Sir John Slessor, a British historian and philosopher, 
once commented that the primary social service a 
government can render to its people is to insure their 
survival. In looking at the Defense budget, the Members of 
Congress will be well advised to remember his comment.

Last 
July the General Assembly in­ 
creased the salary to $30,000 as

Spradling’s relations with the 
General Assembly generally have 
U*en gotxl since his appointm ent.

The 
censure motion accused him of 
leaving the room “ to break a 
quorum ,” exceeding his authority 
and indulging in “ intim idation of 
personnel.” 
Ironically,

from 
discrim ination and intim idation 
by em ployers. 
G r e y b e a r d 
g o v e r n m e n t 
veterans tell us that the censuring

establishm ent. But Powell, who 
still has alm ost four years of his 
term 
to serve, 
has

case for a big m anufacturer. He

ep isode, 
as 
revealed in the secret m inutes, 
began not long after the F ebruary 
11 m eeting convened. Suddenly, 
“C hairm an Powell announced the 
m eeting was adjourned,” states

m issioner Raymond Telles was 
trying to introduce a motion. 
Powell strode out of the room in 
a huff.

The vote was unanim ous. 
Yet, the incredible episode was 
alm ost repeated again at a second 
com m ission m eeting on February 
19. Once m ore, Powell cut off 
debate by walking out. 
The three com m issioners, at 
this writing, are debating w hether 
to censure him again. They ca n ’t 
rem ove him from the com m ission 
except 
by 
im peachm ent. 
But 
President Ford can strip him of 
hischarim anship. 
So roiled is the atm osphere at 
the com mission that its highly 
re sp e c te d 
g e n e ra l 
co unsel, 
William Carey, has sent Powell a 
blunt, confidential m em o urging 
him to try to bring a little balance 
to his behavior for the good of the 
equal em ploym ent cause. 
“ A m ajor im pedim ent to the 
effective and efficient operation 
of this com m ission,” declares the 
m em o with rem arkable candor, 
“ flows directly from your p er­ 
sonal behavior.

th a t” it is im possible for em ­ 
ployes to respect the chairm an. 
The Carey m em o recalled that 
Powell

your lengthy views on virtually 
every subject" and had refused to 
“ follow the policies established by 
m ajority vote,” com plained the 
memo.

accurate

conditons of the com m ission” 
from the other com m issioners. 
The chairm an also had term inat­

and had dem oralized the entire 
commission, wrote Carey. 
He added: “ You described a 
high

governm ent official as having ‘no 
guts’” and caused “ debilitating 
loss 
of 
m o rale 
by 
publicly 
threatening to fire staff m em ­ 
bers.” This, avowed Carey, “ is 
the essence of intim idation.” 
Aside from his arb itrary ways, 
Powell has taken som e strange 
steps 
recently 
to

troops He distributed a m em o to 
all 
em ployes, 
for 
ex am p le, 
reporting: "I 
was privileged 
this morning to attend the 23rd 
Annual P rayer B reakfast. It was 
a truly inspiring experience.” 
After telling how his faith was

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Genetics Graduate Program Gets 
Help Through $50,000 MOD Grant 
in Marks

It began five years ago with 
a dream. Tbday, because of 
that dream, the likelihood of 
a couple finding out whether 
their future children will be 
bom defective has been im­ 
proved. 
Since 1969, when Sarah 
Lawrence College of Bronx- 
ville, N.Y., became the first, 
college in the country to offer 
a graduate program in human 
genetics, more than three 
dozen women have been 
awarded master’s degrees as 
associates in genetic counsel­ 
ing. Graduates are qualified to 
work with doctors and other 
health professionals in help­ 
ing prospective parents un­ 
derstand how birth defects oc­ 
cur and the odds of their hav­ 
ing a defective baby. 
T his fall, thanks to a 
$50,000 grant from The Na­ 
tional Foundation-March of 
Dimes, seven of the 20 incom­ 
ing students in the program 
will receive one- or two-year 
scholarships. Another part of 
the money will help pay pro­ 
fessors’ salaries and buy books 
for the school’s genetics li­ 
brary. 
T he program was the 
“dream” of Dr. Melissa L. 
Richter, dean of graduate 
studies. Recognizing the grow­ 
ing demand for genetic coun­ 
seling services and the large 
population of college women 
living in the New York City 
area, she proposed that the 
two be brought together 
through a genetic training 
program. 


Younger Students 
It began in the fall of 1969 
with 10 students. Since then, 
two other colleges—the Uni­ 
versity of California at Berke­ 
ley and Rutgers University in 
New Brunswick, N.J.—have 
also started their own pro­ 
grams. 
Inevitably, most of the orig­ 
inal students were local women 
whose families tie them to the 
area. The March of Dimes 
scholarships are designed to 
attract younger and more mo­ 
bile students from around the 
country. Forty per cent of this 
year’s incoming class are 
young, single, free to move 
about the country, and inter­ 
ested m patient care rather 
than research. 
The program consists of 
30-credit hours of classroom 
courses and 10-credit hours of 
field work, spread over one to 
two years. Classroom courses 
include human and cell ge­ 
netics, human physiology, and 
abnormal human biology, 
techniques of counseling, and 
sociological aspects of health 
care.

Genetics Graduate Program Gets 
Help Through $50,000 MOD Grant

It began five years ago with 
a dream. Today, because of 
that dream, the likelihood of 
a couple finding out whether 
their future children will be 
born defective has been im­ 
proved. 
Since 1969, when Sarah 
Lawrence College of Bronx- 
ville, N.Y., became the first 
college in the country to offer 
a graduate program in human 
genetics, more than three 
dozen w om en have been 
awarded master’s degrees as 
associates in genetic counsel­ 
ing. Graduates are qualified to 
work with doctors and other 
health professionals in help­ 
ing prospective parents un­ 
derstand how birth defects oc­ 
cur and the odds of their hav­ 
ing a defective baby. 
T h is fall, th a n k s to a 
$50,000 grant from The Na­ 
tional Foundation-March of 
Dimes, seven of the 20 incom­ 
ing students in the program 
will receive one- or two-year 
scholarships. Another part of 
the money will help pay pro­ 
fessors’ salaries and buy books 
for the school’s genetics li­ 
brary. 
T h e p ro g ram was th e 
“dream” of Dr. Melissa L. 
R ichter, dean of graduate 
studies. Recognizing the grow­ 
ing demand for genetic coun­ 
seling services and the large 
population of college women 
living in the New York City 
area, she proposed that the 
tw o be b ro u g h t to g e th e r 
through a genetic training 
program. 


Younger Students 


It began in the fall of 1969 
with 10 students. Since then, 
two other colleges—the Uni­ 
versity of California at Berke­ 
ley and Rutgers University in 
New Brunswick, N.J. —have 
also started their own pro­ 
grams. 
Inevitably, most of the orig­ 
inal students were local women 
whose families tie them to the 
area. The March of Dimes 
scholarships are designed to 
attract younger and more mo­ 
bile students from around the 
country. Forty per cent of this 
y e a r’s incoming class are 
young, single, free to move 
about the country, and inter­ 
ested m patient care rather 
than research. 
T he program consists of 
30-credit hours of classroom 
courses and 10-credit hours of 
field work, spread over one to 
two years. Classroom courses 
include human and cell ge­ 
netics, human physiology, and 
abnorm al hum an biology, 
techniques of counseling, and 
sociological aspects of health 
care.
